Fizer Captures the Main Race 
Through Lyke’s Good Horse- 
manship — Youneed Wins.

NEW ORLEANS, La., December 9. — The veteran 
racer Fizer and Lawrence Lyke proved a formi- 
dable combination in the mile and seventy yards 
*1 ,000 handicap featuring today’s card, and scored 
easily from some good opponents that included 
Master Bill, Tantalus, General Haig and llendrie. 
Although Filer’s margin at the end over Master 
Bill was almost a length, still the result left some 
doubts of Fixer's superiority at the weights, for 
Coltiletti gave Master Bill a misjudged ride and 
took him far back in the early running and the 
horse closed up gamely in the stretch to finish fast 
after making up a world of ground. The stewards 
were not altogether satisfied with the jockey’s 
ride and questioned him about it. The early pace 
was made by General Haig and Tantalus, and both 
were considerably spent as a result of their ex- 
haustive efforts. Tantalus, however, proved good 
enough to land in third place. 

Improved weather was responsible for the larg- 
est midweek day attendance of the present meet- 
ing. The track was still in a bad state and 
extremely trying to other than the mo4t sturdily 
built racers. Early speed was also a factor in the 
results, foi it enabled the speedy horse to get to 
the strip of firmer footing, a big advantage over 
the uneven course. 

One of the worst disappointments that came with 
the racing was the failure of Rustler, an outstand- 
ing favorite, due to his bad post behavior, result- 
ing in his being left at the post. This race was 
won by Mary Head, which led for the entire way 
to outstay Tom Roach and Sea Court. After the 
race .the stewards handed down the following 
ruling: 

“The stewards have notified racing secretary 
Campbell not to accept the entry of Rustler until 
further notice. 

“Starter Tribe has been instructed to report to 
the stewards when lie and his assistants are satis 
tied that the horse has been sufficiently schooled 
to insure him leaving the post.’’ 

Another jolt that the talent suffered from came 
witlv the running of the second race, in which Hid- 
din Ship was a pronounced choice, but she finished 
a badly beaten last, the purse here going to Miss 
Kruter in easy fashion from an outsider in Enos 
and with Foreclosure following. 

The opener resulted in a victory for Madam Byng. 
owned locally and ridden by Josiali, a beginner 
under contract to C. Buxton. 

Youneed. meeting a supposedly better band of 
sprinters in the fourth race, made a show of his 
opponents and dealt the layers a severe jolt, for 
be htd been supported to the exclusion of all the 
others. 

Hidden Jewel, also a favorite, scored a lucky 
victory in the sixth race, in which she led for the 
entire way and won from The Nephew. The latter 
was best, but lost because of being taken all over 
the track. 

King’s wideawake tactics enabled him lo secure 
the path on Captain Burns in the last race and, 
favored by the firmer footing, he managed to 
race into a good lead at once, an advantage he 
retained for the entire contest. Lady Ward nosed 
N. K. Beul out in the final stride for second place,

AUSTRALIAN HORSE TRAINING FEATS 



Class of its components considered, the Beach Stable was doing well in racing at the time its owner, 
J. B. Elwell, was murdered, under such circumstances of secrecy, that the perpetrator of the crime is 
unrevealed to this day. The stable held two naturally high-class horses in Flags and Sunny Slope, but 
both were afflicted with bodily infirmities that prevented them from racing to their best form. Flags 
was a remarkably fast sprinter and a great weight carrier when a three -year -did, but became wind 
broken. Despite this disability he was still hard to beat when atmospheric conditions were in his 
favor and figures as the stable’s chief money earner. The stable possessed two useful two-year-olds in 
The Ally and Rising Rock, which won for it respectably. In all, the stable return was:

Several High Priced Brood Mares Bought to 
Be Brought to This Country. 



Trainer R. Bradford, first second and third in 
the Caulfield Cup of last year, is not an un- 
equnled performance in an important race. The 
marvelous record registered by John Hill in the 
Adelaide Cup of 1881 has been overlooked by modern 
record recorders. John Hill was the trainer who 
prepared Auraria for the Melbourne Cup. Broken 
Hill for the Australian Cup and Newstead for the 
Muribyrnong Plate, to say nothing of many other 
celebrated victories. He ranked as the greatest 
trainer South Australia has known, and before lie 
died, a few months ago. when asked to state what 
race lie looked upon witii more pleasure than any 
other he replied : “The Adelaide Cup of 1881. 1 ran 

first, second and third and fourth, ami I don’t think 
any one >vill ever do that in a Cup again.’’ 

The race went to Totalisator. witii Rothschild 
second, Venus third and First Water fourth. Hill 
trained the band, and declared to win with Total- 
isator, and quite humorously remarked liefore the 
contest that he would not be a bit surprised if he 
caught all the place money. Total isa tor was owned 
by Simeon Barnard. Rothschild ran in the nomina- 
tion of W. Pile, Venus carried the colors of John 
Croxier and First Water was second string for Mr. 
Pile. 

Bcncon, in the Melbourne Leader, wrote that on 
the day the Caulfield Cup was run Bradfield re- 
marked: “A bit of link will make all the differ- 

ence. Whichever one of my three secures the liest 
run will win, and they may finish first, second 
and third.” For good judgment that is hard to 
beat. The scribe also wrote that the stable com- 
mission for Lucknow averaged about 101) to 6, ami 
that Robinson and Clark’s winnings were just under 
$50,000. The Caulfield Cup lias been a great race 
for these owners. They had the winning ticket in 
Tattersall’s sweep on it when Bronzetti won in 
1917, and have landed the race for the past two 
years with their own horses.

MEETING OF MARYLAND JOCKEY CLUB 



Notable Resolution Adopted by Stockholders at 
Their Annual Session. 



BALTIMORE, Md., December 9. — The stockholders 
of the Maryland Jockey Club in their annual meet- 
ing Monday last passed the following resolution: 
“Resolved, by the stockholders of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, That they concur in the view adopted 
in England and in France, and often expressed here, 
that the racing of horses is an institution for the 
development of the breed of horses, recognized as 
an essential industry of the country, and for the 
amusement of the public, rather than one for the 
profit of the race track owners. 

“That they welcome the appointment of the racing 
commission with broad powers, enabling them to put 
into practice these principles: 

“That, whether compelled to do so or not, they 
will gladly submit lo the racing commission the 
right to value their plant and necessary capital and 
to determine the return the stockholders should re- 
ceive upon such necessary investment, any additional 
earnings to he expended under the guidance of the 
commission for the development of breeding, and for 
improvements for the comfort of the patrons ot 
racing. 

“Resolved, further. That n copy of this resolution 
he sent to the racing commission, with the request 
that these general principles be put into effect.’’ 
of tlie resolution and its declarations Secretary 
W. I*. Riggs of tlie club said after the meeting: 
“The resolution means just what it says. The 
Maryland Jockey Club lias always been for keeping 
racing on tlie highest possible plane and has never 
commercialized it. It never will, nnd seeks to let 
tlie public know its view’s.” 



Jockey B. Kennedy Rides Two 
Winners — Entries to Stakes 
Average Fifty to Each. 



HAVANA, Cuba, December 9. — Tlie outstanding 
feature at Oriental l’ark this afternoon was tlie 
vigorous finish by Jockey Boyle in the fifth race, 
w’hen he landed Avion a winner by a half length 
in front of War Loan. The race furnished the best 
contest of the afternoon. Of the six starters four 
were fighting it out all through the homestretch. 
Pitted against Boyle were It. Kennedy, J. Butwell 
nnd R. McDermott, all crack riders, and although 
they rode like demons the honors wont to Boyle. 

The w’en tlier was summerlike today and n few 
more such days will have the track in first -class 
condition. The attendance was good and specula- 
tion was the heaviest of any week-day since the 
meeting began. 

Williams Bros.* Natural won the opener. He 
was saved during the early running and when the 
pacemaker. Sleepy Dear, tired in the last eighth, 
easily moved to the front and had a safe margin 
at the finish. Kennedy rode the winner and also 
brought home Hunter Platt first in the following 
race. The latter’s winning margin was small and 
victory did not come until the la«t few strides. 

The veteran Ben Brush mare Miss Brush galloped 
home an easy winner in tlie third race. She caught 
and rac#4 into defeat Lady Hester on the far turn 
and from there on had easy sailing. 

S. T. Baxter’s Gold Stone led all the way in the 
fourth and was not menaced until the last eighth, 
where he tired and was forced to do his best to 
outlast the fast closing Clip. The latter’s per- 
formance was a good one and he would have won 
in a few more strides. 

The French-bred Black Thong scored the easiest 
victory of the day in the last race, winning by 
eight lengths with Rameau second, a head to the 
good of Donna Grafton, 

T. Grunewald. owner and manager of the Grune- 
wald. one of New Orleans* largest hotels, accom- 
panied by his wife, is paying a short visit to Ha- 
vana. They were among today’s visitors to Oriental 
Park. 

Word was received yesterday that tlie mares 
Sweet Alyssium nnd Husty Cora, which raced in 
Cuba last year, are now in foal to Trap Rock and 
have been sold by W. Harris to Capt. P. M. Walker 
and transferred to the latter’s breeding farm in 
Virginia. 

L. O. Lamay arrived with the six-year-old geld- 
ing Merry Feast, which is in training for J. Cos- 
tello. 

R. Lancaster, the latest addition to the jockey 
colony, recently arrived from Maryland. 

Frank Herold, whose horses arrived Monday, 
reached Havana this morniug. 

Beit Kennedy, the riding sensation on Kentucky 
tracks during the past season, rode his first winner 
of the meeting in the opening dash. This good 
jockey, who will ride for Mose Goldblatt, has not 
had many mounts since the opening, but from now 
on will be seen in the saddle frequently.

Bryan of New York, all the Pimlico stock is owned 
by Maryland interests, and most of it by Baltimore 
men.

WHEN A JOCKEY CAN RIDE IN FRANCE 



No jockey can ride in France unless lie is at least 
thirteen years of age and the application for his 
license must be accompanied by a copy of his birth 
certificate. This does not apply to jockeys coming 
over from England to ride, as it is especially 
stipulated in the first clause of rule 78 that 
“jockeys holding a license from the English Jockey 
Club are qualified to ride in France.” Every ap- 
plicant for a jockey’s license is also required to 
forward a subscription to the Benefit Society for 
the assistance of trainers, jockeys and stable lads; 
jockeys who live within a radius of eighty miles 
of Paris have to send forty francs, and others 
twenty fraues. Under the new regulations, appren- 
tices must be not less than thirteen and not more 
than twenty -one years of age.
